Mr. Bryan's Resignation. 

The resignation of Secretary Bryan 
has created a isensation throughout 
the world. A known apostle of 
tpeace, his withdrawal means that 
the President wdj hereafter, pursue 
a more vigorous policy, not only in 
the present crisis with Germany, but 
Jn the Mexican trouble as well. As 
'a persistent and unyielding opponent 
of 'war under any circumstances, 
> Mr. Bryan has been a handicap to 
the President in upholding the dig- 
' nity of the country. The Huerta 
insult, the German insolence and 
similar recent occurrences have cre- 
ated a growing impression that the 
United States cannot be provoked 
into war, even to uphold the honor 
of the nation. Mr. Bryan is begin- 
ning to again reach an erratic stage 
in his remarkable career and has 
identified himself with several issues 
that the President cannot endorse. 
The country has come to regard Mr. 
Bryan as merely a department head, 
shining in trie reflected light of the 
ablest statesman of his time, and 
that such a position should in time 
become irksome to Mr. Bryan is not 
. a surprise. Great men are noi al- 
ways the right men to be subordi- 
ates of great rulers. The President 
ill most probably rill Mr. Bryan's 
lace with a secretary who will find 
out what his chief wants done and 
help him to do it.

Men most prominently mentioned in 
Washington to succeed Bryan are 
Wm. H. Taf t and Elihu Root. The 
president's close advisers think it 
would have a wholesome effec^ on 
public opinion abroad, as well as to- 
ward unifying the nation, to appoint 
Taft, wh*o has wholeheartedly ap- 
' proved Wilson's foreign policy.

Secretary Bryan will return to pri- 
vate life at once. It was learned that 
he intends to continue his political 
support of the President. 

Rather than sign the document, 
which he believed might possibly 
draw the United States into war, 
Mr. Bryan submitted his resignation 
in a letter declaring that "the issue 
involved is of such moment that to 
remain a member of the cabinet 
would be as unfair to you as it would 
be to the cause which is nearest my 
heart, namely the prevention of 
war." 

The President accepted the resig- 
nation in a letter of regret, tinged 
with deep personal feeling of affec- 
tion. The letters constituting the 
official announcement ofMr. Bryan's 
departure from the cabinet to priv- 
ate life were made public at the 
White House at u' o'clock last night. 
BRYAN'S LETTER. 

Secretary Bryan's letter of resig- 
nation was as follows: 

"My Dear Mr. President: 

"It is with sincere regret that I 
have reached the conclusion that I 
should return to you the commission 
of secretary of state with which you 
honered me at the beginning of your 
administration. 

"Obedient to your sense of duty 
and actuated by the higest motives, 
you have prepared for transmission 
to the German government a note in 
which I cannot join without violat- 
ing what I deem to be an obligation 
to my country, and the issue involv- 
ed is of such moment that to remain 
a member of the cabinet would be as 
unfair to you as it would be to the 
cause which is nearest my heart, 
namely, the prevention of war." 

"1, therefore, respectfully tender 
my resignation to take effect when 
the note is sent, unless you prefer an 
earlier hour. Alike desirous of reach- 
ing a peaceful solution of the prob- 
lems arising out of the use of sub- 
marines against merchantmen, we 
find ourselves differing irreconcila- 
bly as to the methods which should 
be employed. 

"It falls to your lot to speak offici- 
ally for the nation; 1 consider it to 
be none the less my duty to endesv- 
or as a private citizen to promote the 
end which you have in view by means 
which you do not feel at liberty to 
use. 

"In sevring the intimate and pleas- 
ant relations which have existed be- 
tween us during the past two years, 
permit me to acknowledge the pi o- 
fcuiid satisfaction which it has givin 
me 1 1 be associated with you in the 
important work which has come be- 
fore the state department, and to 
thank you for the courtesies extend- 
ed.

New York. June U.— Four German 
submarines were captured in the 
Firth of Taj on the east coast of 
Scotland in a recent raid, according 
to officers of the liner Cameronia, 
which arrived from Glasgow. These 
undersea crafts made a raid upon 
the Firth and passed under Tay 
bridge, the longest bridge in the 
world, and were caught on their re- 
turn in nets spread by the port ;ui- 
thoritles. 

The submarine.- were kept entangl- 
ed l>2 hours, said the Cameronia of- 
ficers, after winch they wcrealloweJ 
to come up. The crews were found 
to be exhausted and surrendered im- 
mediately.

London, June '.).— The big battle 
in Galicia has reached no decision. 
The Austro Germans have crossed 
the Dniester south of Lemberg and 
have assumed the offensive farther 
to the south and, according to the 
Austrian official report, have pushed 
the Russians back between Kolomea 
and Kalupz in eastern Galicia. 

British and Russian military opin- 
ion is that the Austro-Germans, af- 
ter their big effort, which regained 
for them the greater part of Galicia, 
have about exhausted themselves, 
and the view is expressed that they 
soon will have to fortify a line on 
which they can withstand the Rus- 
sian counter offensive, which already 
has made itself felt on the lower San. 

If the Russian positions really 
were dangerous, these authorities, 
say. the allies long ago would have 
taken the offensive in the west to 
relieve the pressure on the eastern 
front. 

lj 19 true that the French fiav. 
been attacking at a number of points 
between Rheims and the district 
north of Arras and have gained some 
ground, but the British are quiet 
ami it hardly can be said that a gen- 
eral offensive in the west has begun. 

The British report all <|uiet on 
their front, but to the Zeppelin 
brought down Monday they claim to 
have added two German aeroplanes 
as an offset to the destruction, re- 
ported by the Germans, of an allied 
aeroplane near Douai. 

The operations on the Italo-Aus- 
trian frontiers are screened by the 
censorship. There are indications, 
however, that a big battle is immi- 
nent, if it has not already begun, 
along the Isonzo river, where the 
Italians apparently have decided to 
launch their principal attack. The 
Italian cavalry have crossed the 
river and it was reported from Ge- 
neva today that they had pierced the 
Austrian line. 

There also are reports that the 
allies again have taken the offensive 
on the Gallipoli peninsula and have 
defeated the Turks. 

( li-rman submarines continue their 
activities. Among their latest vic- 
tims were three Norwegian vessels, 
the steamers Trudvang and Glitter- 
tin 1, with iron ore and lumber, re- 
spectively, f( r British ports, and the 
bark Superb With grain from South 
America for Oueenstown. 

Others sunk were the Belgian 
steamer Menaupier, with the loss of 
seventeen lives, and the trawler 
Portland. 

Rumania, according to a German 
report, has declined the first offer of 
the entente allies to join them, and 
Bulgaria, in agreement with Ru- 
mania, is said to be willing to take 
any action that country decides on.

Clip Out Runners and Fruit Will Br 
Early and Handy to Pick— Im- 
provement Over Old Way. 

In choosing tomato plants for grow- 
ing prize tomatoes, do not select tree 
tomatoes, as they are not prolific, but 
pick out some good, smooth, meaty 
variety. Set the plants on the south 
side of the stake, about four inches 
from It, and train same to stake as it 
grows, tying with binder twine or 
cloth strings, which are preferable. 

Many times when the vines are very 
rank two branches will start to grow 
from the top, but clip one off, allow- 
ing only one to grow to a height of 
five feet, then clip the tops and keep 
them clipped, which will hasten the 
ripening, and convert all the strength 
of the vine Into fruit. 

When the plants are eight or ten 
Inches high, little runners or shoots 
will appear in the forks. Here, writes 
C. P. Bowsley in Farm and Home, is 
where the whole secret lies. These 
runners sap the main vines and turn 
all the strength Into vines Instead of 
tomatoes. When they appear pinch 
them off and allow only one main vine 
to grow. The fruit buds or blossoms 
will also appear in the same fork, but 
do not disturb them. Keep clipping 
out the runners every time 
any or when you cultivate 
fruit will bo nice, early, clean, 
to pick, a great improvement over the 
old way.

BUILDING HOIST FOR SILOS 



Device Which Hae Been Found Satis- 
factory for Number of Year* la 



A hoist which has beon successful- 
ly operated for a number of yeara 
on two pit silos built close together, 
may bp easily constructed. It con- 
sists of a frame work set upon the 
edge of the silo and firmly (ruyed In 
position. 

A length of hay carrier track lead- 
ins; to each silo Is supported by a 
piece of 4 by 6 Inch timber. These 
timbers are laid upon the two 2 by 8 
inch cross pieces which are supported 
by two 18-foot lengths of telephone 
poles. As the rope unwinds from the 
drum, one carrier may be run out, 
tripped, and the box allowed to 
lower while the other box is drawn 
out

Elaborate Chinese Funerals. 

Funerals in China are most elabo- 
rate, no expense bein<? spared to Rive 
the departod a grand send-ofT, no mat- 
ter what his station in life. Indeed, 
bankruptcy, owins to the lavishnesa 
of a burial ceremony, is no uncom- 
mon thing. The never-ending train 
of ceremonials that follows the de- 
mise of a near relative is apt, In many 
Instances, to take not only all the 
tlm« of the descendants, but all their 
wealth. For 100 dayB after the de- 
mise an altar is maintained In the 
home of the surviving relatives, before 
which they bow and weep, not once, 
but often dally Relatives are gath- 
ered from Mr and near and quar- 
tered on the already afflicted family. 
Priests are retained for mauy days to 
aid In the ceremonials. 



Humus is decayed vegetable matter 
In the soil and Is a very important 
constituent in rendering soils fertile. 
There are a number of reasons for 
this, prominent among which are the 
following: First, the organic matter 
contains the essential plant food ele- 
ments and as it decays these elements 
are changed into forms available to 
plants. In other words, the plant food 
is put in condition to be used again. 
Second, as the organic matter decays 
certain acids are produced and these, 
acting upon the insoluble mineral con- 
stituents in the soil, dissolve and ren- 
der them available to plants. Third, 
many of the changes In the soil are 
brought about by bacterial action, and 
decaying organic matter furnishes 
food for the bacteria so they can grow 
and multiply and thus render more 
mineral plant food elements soluble 
in the soil water. Plants cannot take 
up solid foods from the soil; before 
they can appropriate food it must first 
bo gotten in solution like sugar goes 
into solulion when put Into water. 

Then there are other ways in which 
humus benefits the soil. It renders the 
soil dark in color, and a dark soil ab- 
sorbs moro heat than a light colored 
one; thut is of considerable advantage 
in the early spring A soil tilled with 
organic matter Is also capable of hold- 
ing more moisture than one that Is 
deficient in this constituent. In a dry 
year this may mean UM difference be- 
tween a fair crop and a complete fail- 
ure. 

These being facts, why don't we 
plow under more organic matter? Why 
don't we grow more clover or other 
legumes which actually draw plant 
food— nitrogen— from the air and store 
it up in their tissues later to be con- 
verted into plant food in the soil? 
I Every man should include one or more 
[ legumes In his rotation for soil build- 
ing purposes and thus maintain thi 
fertility of his farm.

GARLIC FLAVOR IN MILK MRS. JULIA E. BRENNAN 



Be Prevented by Proper 
it of Dairy Herd 
and Pastures. 



In many States garlic or wild on- 
ion is one of the first green plants to 
start in the pastures in the spring 
and is a menace to the dairymen be- 
cause its odor is transmitted to the 
milk, thus greatly reducirg its mar- 
ket value. Many preparations have 
been put on the market, to be given 
to the cows for the purpose of over- 
coming this odor. Tnese remedies 
are usuBlly accompanied with direc- 
tions as to when the cattle should be 
removed from pastures containing 
garlic. In most caBes these directions 
are more valuable than the so-called 
remedies. 

Methods have been devised where- 
by garlic odor may be removed from 
the milk by passing air through it. 
While this method may prove quite 
successful in a large dairy or in a 
creamery, the cost and the short 
time it is u-ni make it impractica- 
ble for the average dairyman. 

There are two important ateps to 
be taken by the dairyman in pro 
tecting himself from this trouble. 
The first is to prevent the cows, so 
far as possible, from « bcaining gar- 
lic; the second is to manage the herd 
on girlie pasture in such a way as to 
have it suffer the lesst harmful re- 
sults. 

Carlic makes a growth much ear- 
lier in the spring than pasture grass- 
es, and therefore is usually most 
troublesome when cows are first turn 
ed to pasture and when gra* is not 
plentiful In many ewes garlic is lo- 
calized in the pastures, and the plac- 
es should be fenced off and used for 
pasturing stock other than miU-pro- 
ducing cows. When the garlic is 
scattered abiut the fields it is impos- 
sible to do this and thedairymtn who 
would not have the flavor of the miU 
of his cows impaired must soman 
age his herd as to overcome the diffi 
culty. The unpleasant flavor and 
odor ia atrongeU in milk from cows 
that have just eaten the garlic. If, 
three or four hours before milking, 
the cowi are placed in a gariic-free 
field, the trouble will be reduced to a 
minimum. If auch a field ia not 
available they may be brought to the 
s able yard and fed on silage or hay 
and allowed to remain out of door* 
until the regular milking time This 
practice the dairyman can usually 
follow without aerious inconveni- 
ence. 

The trouble caused by garlic ia not 
liable to last long, aa the weed ia usu- 
ally cropped off by the cowa within a 
few days after they are turned to 
pasture, and aa soon aa the grass be- 
comes plentiful they will eat it in 
preference. 

The complete eradication of the 
garlic plant ia the moat satisfactory 
method of avoiding trouble and is 
practicable on the ordinary dairv 
farm. Thosa interested in auch erad- 
ication should write to 'he Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington. 
D. C, f«r Farmers' Bulletin 610. en- 
titled 'Wild Onion; MrthoJtof E'arf.

In all 
these cases, the patient's lot has been 
made easier by the ministra ions of 
he nurse. In addition, her in- 
struction in the care of the paiient 
and fumigation of the home will 
probably prevent other members of 
the family from contracting the dis- 
ease. The nurse ha* now 45 con- 
sumptives under her supervision, 
two beir g cared for in a 'ent. L at 
month, the nurse made 170 visits to 
the various patients. The work is 
so heavy that an additional nurse 
will soon be employed. This is a 
typical story of successful visiting 
nurse work in a number of K n- 
tucky cities.

k FROM THE CABINET.

"With the heartiest good wishes 
for your personal welfare and for 
the success of your administration, I 
am, my dear Mr. President,

The Preisdenfs letter to Mr. Bry- 
an was as follows: 

"My dear Mr. Bryan: 

"I accept your resignation only 
because you insist upon its accep- 
tance; and I accept it with much 
more than deep regret, with a feeling 
of personal sorrow Our two years 
of close association have been very 
delightful to me. Our judgment 
have accorded in practically every 
matter of official duty and of public 
policy until now; your support of the 
work and purposes of the adminis- 
tration has been generous and loyal 
beyond praise; your devotion to the 
duties of your great office and your 
eagerness to take advantage of every 
V great opportunity for service it of- 
fered has been an example to the 
rest of us; you have earned our affec- 
tionate admiration and friendship. 
Even now we are not aeparated in 
the object we seek, but only in the 
method by which we seek it. 

fit it for these reasons my feeling 
about your retirement from the sec- 
retary-ship of state goes so much 
deeper than regret. I sincerely de- 
plore it. Our objects are the same, 
and we ought to pursue them to- 
gether. I yield to your desire only 
because I must and wish to bid you 
Godspeed in the parting. We shall 
continue to work for the same caus- 
es even when we do not work in the 
same way.

Secretary Bryan aaid at his home, 
when told of the formal announce- 
ment of his resignation: 

"In view of the announcement of 
my resignation, I will aay that let- 
ters being made public therewith 
state my reasons, but I will have a 
more complete statement that will 
be given out when the American re- 



ply to the German note is sent, 
which probably will be tomorrow. 

"My resignation takes effect as 
soon as the note has been forward- 
ed." 

Mr. Bryan added that he probably 
would remain in Washington for a 
while. 

Dramatically the official relation 
of Mr. Bryan with the administra- 
tion of the man whose nomination 
he assisted so materially in bringing 
about at the Baltimore convention of 
1912 came to an end. It caused a 
sensation in the national capital 
scarcely paralleled in recent years. 
Ambassadors, ministers and diplo- 
matists from foreign lands, officials 
of every rank and station, heard the 
news and it was flashed by newspa- 
pers extras tonight. They interpret- 
ed variously its effect on the deli- 
cate-situation that had arisen be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States. The resignation of the 
staunchest advocate of peace in the 
President's official family spread 
broadcast the belief that the policy 
of the United States as definitely de- 
termined upon would assert and de- 
fend the rights of the United States 
in any eventuality that might arise.

However, some good roads are being 
built each year. Roads are a busi- 
ness. It they are good roads they 
are a good business, if they are bad 
roads they are a bad business. A road 
should be no more expensive than the 
traffic warrants, and the materials of 
which the road Is constructed must be 
suited to the traffic. 

Cobble stones are good roads for 
heavy drayage and asphaltum pave- 
ments are excellent for pleasure ve- 
hicles, but they arc certainly not In- 
terchangeable In usage. It would be 
as foolish in many cases to have an 
asphaltum pavement on a country 
road, as a dirt street In the busy traf- 
fic district of a city.

repairs needed in order to keep roads 
good, and that is not done without ex- 
pense. In fact, the maintenance and 
depreciation charges are usually great- 
er for good roads than for ordinary 
roads, but goods roads are worth the 
extra *xpt>ns.\ and they are, therefore, 
good business. 

Many people speak of the surface 
of a good road as though it were an 
arch which must Bupjiort the weight 
of traffic, but the chief concern In 
properly constructed good roads is the 
wear on the road surface material, 
caused by the grinding action of 
wheels and the suction action of rapid- 
ly moving automobile tires, which re- 
move the fine dust and binding ma- 
terials, exposing the coarser and more 
compact material. 

Macadam, one of the most famous 
road builders, laid down three rules \ 
for making a good road: 111 Good 
Drainage. (2) Better Drainage, (3) 
Still Better Drainage; or, in other 
words, "A good road has a tight roof 
and a dry cellar." Proper drainage to 
prevent water from getting Into the 
road from beneath and a good surface 
to cause the rainfall to run off before 
entering the foundation, will Insure a 
good road, because a well-packed earth 
foundation will sustain the weight of 
ordinary country traffic without break- 
ing through. If the surface Is not pre- 
served, the foundation of the road will 
be damaged, and this applies to dirt 
as well as rock roads, for In many 
cases we find that earth roads are the 
most advisable kind of good roads and 
all that the truffle wants. 

It Is necessary to keep the roof 
tight. Do not allow holes to remain 
In the road surface, for If they are not 
repaired the water will collect In them 
and run through into the foundation, 
causing "chuck holes."

MEANING OF 'DOUBLE MATING' 

Subject of Interest to Fanciers of 
Some Breeds, Particularly Barred 
Plymouth Rocks. 

Real poultry fanciers often go Into 
details that have little Interest for 
the practical man and little real bear- 
ing on egg production. One subject 
the fanciers of some breeds, particu- 
larly Barred Plymouth Rocks, have to 
deal with Is "double mating," or "pul- 
let mating," and "cockerel mating," 
which needs explanation for those not 
familiar with the topic. 

This is a result of the breed stand- 
ard calling for one color or shade for 
the cock and another for the hen. 
Plymouth Rock standards, for

pie, call for darker males than would 
normally be produced by mating 
properly colored males with properly 
colored females, and they also call for 
lighter colored females than would 
be secured by the same mating. To 
overcome this and to get results up 
to breed qualifications It Is customary 
to mate rather comparatively dark 
males and comparatively dark females 
when exhibition cockerels are desired, 
and lighter than normal birds for ex- 
hibition pullets The first is a "cock- 
erel mating." the second a "pullet 
mating." The breed specifications 
thus tend to make extra work for the 
breeder, who should be permitted to 
breed only for color, form and egf 
production. 



PREVENT SOFT-SHELLED EGGS 



One Suggestion Is That Hens Are Not 
Getting Enough Lime — Over-Feed- 
ing Is Another 



Soft-shelled eggs may possibly be 
a suggestion that the hens are not 
getting enough lime. Far more like- 
ly it Is, when your hens start laying 
soft-shelled eggs, that you have been 
over-feeding, and in consequence the 
fowls are too fat Therefore a re- 
duction In quantity, as well as a 
change of diet Is necessary. 

An excellent plan Is to find out 
which particular hen Is at fault, and 
confine her to a less fattening ration, 
with only a small amount of water. 
At the end of a week restore her to 
the flock, and generally Increase 
amount of liine given In food. A pe- 
riod of this dieting, followed by an 
abundance of oyster shells is almost 
certain to speedily correct the trouble. 

When the egg has a normal shell, 
but one which is very thin. It Is a very 
good indication that the hen is all 
right, but that lime Is top scant. In 
this case supplying oyster shells, or 
lime in another form, is quite sure to 
make the egg shells thicker anc- 
very quickly.

MEAT RATION FOR CHICKENS 



Wett Virginia Experiment Station 
Makes Interesting Test— Eggs 
A Much La rg# r. 

The effect of meat rations was test- 
ed at the Wwt Virginia Experiment 
Station, where one pen of fowls re- 
ceived a ration largely of corn and 
other starchy grains, while another 
pen was fed partly on meat and 
fresh bones. 

The meat-fed fowls laid 7.555 eggs, 
while the grain-fed birds laid 3.431. 
or less than one-half a» many as those 
receiving the nitrogenous ration. 

The eggs from the meat-fed fowls 
were larger, much firmer, rather bet- 
ter, and produced far more vigorous 
chickens than those of the others. 
Both lots of fowls remained In a 
healthy, vigorous condition.

line the highway. If you are a 
property owner you paid that part 
directly in so many dollars and cents 
of rond and brldiro tax If you are a 
'Tier votj arc not escaping. You are 
paying in rent and indirectly. 

The road Is your road. If it Is cut 
up by the hauling of h<>avy loads on 
narrow-tired wagons you will have to 
stand for the trouble and discomforts 
of next winter, when top ruts are hub- 
deep. If you permit heavy rains to 
scour out the foundations of a wooden 
culvert and that culvert Anally falls 
In or Is wavhed out, you, as one of the 
dally users of that road, will be dis- 
co uiinoded. 

Most cf our roads are dirt highways, 
writes H. S Sullivan of Missouri in 
Farm i'rogress. Only a small, a very 
small, percentage of the highways of 
this country are hard roadB." One 
hundred years from now we may have 
the beautiful "metal" highways such 
as are found In the older European 
countries, but this is a big land of 
ours, it Is a country of magnificent 
distances, and the rock and concrete 
roads are going to be built very 
slowly. 

It is the dirt highway that suffers 
from carelessness. Two or three men 
in a neighborhood can spoil more miles 
of highway than the remainder of the 
community can build. They are abus- 
ers of what other men build. They 
will pile on the heaviest load It is 
possible to pull and they never use 
the wide-tired vehicles that might help 
the wagon truck stand up under the 
big loads, 

Good or bad weather Is all the same 
to them if they have something they 
want hauled. The sensible man knows 
that the use of a dirt road for heavy 
hauling in bad weather will spoil the 
highway. lie won't do any team- 
ing that he can avoid, but the road 
butcher will go right ahead. He will 
spoil his own roads and the roads of 
others. 

There ought to be some punishment 
provided for the man who will delib- 
erately cut up the roadway built by the 
community for the use of the whole 
community and paid for with the pub- 
lic money. Some states have laws 
provldiug punishment for the mm w ho 
overloads, who uses "skidding Iok*," 
who Alls mudholes full of old rails, 
chunks nnd poles, and w ho will pile a 
wheelbarrow full of rocks in a rut, 
to become a menace to all vehicles as 
soon as the road diles off. 

Hut these laws are seldom enforced. 
Not from any lack of offenders or from 
the lack of knowledge as to just who 
the offenders are. Good people are 
afraid to complain against such bjwsj 
They are found In every neighborhood 
and they go along for years in a dom- 
ineering, overbearing manner, working 
nil manner of injuriices because they 
have their "bluff In" on the commu- 
nity. They are the gentry whose cat- 
tle are rogues, whose fences are al- 
ways bad, whose dogs are "sheep kill-

GERMAN CREW KILLED IN FALL

Gernans May be Forced to Move 
Zeppelin Base Further 
Back. 



Iiondon. .June 8.— For the first 
time on record a Zeppelin in the air 
has been rkftrojrtxl by an aviator in 
an aer«ipl«n. . Reginald A. J. Warne- 
ford, a rOMftg C anadian sublieuten- 
ant in thi roy*l navy, who mastered 
aeroplaning only this spring, has 
performed the feat and tonignt is 
somewhere within the British lines, 
while the Zeppelin sprawls a wreck 
on the ronf and grounds of an or- 
phanage near Ghent. 

Falling there a blazing mass after 
being struck by the young aviator's 
bombs its crew of 28 men were kill- 
ed, a* also were several occupants of 
the orphanage buildings. 

The Zeppelin, which was flying 
comparatively low, when sighted be- 
gan to mount immediately, but the 
British wasp was speedier and climb- 
ed int > the air in long spirals, reach- 
ing a position, at length, over the 
German's vast bulk. From this van- 
tage point Warneford pierced the 
Zeppelin's shell repeatedly with his 
incendiary bombs. 

Without parallel in this war or any 
other is the story which the young 
aviator will have to relate, for de- 
tails of the fight have not yet been 
told. First came the long pursuit, 
for, according to the admiralty re- 
port, the aeroplanes was *!,000 feet 
up. To reach this altitude would 
require nearly twenty minutes, and 
the Zeppelin, meantime, could drive 
forward approximately 15 miles. 

Then came the maneuvering for 
position, and finally the dropping 
of the bombs, from which the dirigi 
ble tried vainly to escape. Mino 
explosions occurred, and, at lait.one 
of terrific force, and the Zeppelin 
burst into (lames. 

At that moment Warneford must 
have been at close range over the 
dirigible, for almost simultaneously 
with the outburst his machine turned 
completely over, and for a moment 
he hung head down, his monoplane 
pitching and tossing in the swift 
current which rushed up to fill the 
vacuum created. 

Then by a desperate effort Warne 
ford righted his machine far above 
the earth and planed to a landing 
behind the German lines. He alight-d 
unhurt, set his propeller going again 
and Mew off to the west. ______ 

A Reuter dispatch says two nurees 
and two children were killed and 
many others injured. All versions 
agree that the Zeppelin crew perish- 
ed and this seems certain as the great 
craft was struck while more than a 
mile in the air and must have be(n 
a roaring tor^h before it struck the 
earth.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Benjamin Franklin said in Poor 
B chard's Almanac 1749, "Nine men 
in ten are suicides." He meant that 
ni'.e men out of ten hasten their 
own death through ignorance or vio- 
lation of the laws of health Good 
health is not ordinarily obtained by 
taking medicines. Nature decree! 
that good health shall be the rtsult 
of normal living. Plenty of good 
food, pure water, exercise, fresh 
air, sleep; abstinence from vicious 
and intemperate habits; mental self 
control instead of worry; these are 
the foundations of good health dur- 
ing a long life. This is the doctrine 
continually talked by the State Tu- 
berculosis Commission, and the State 
Board of Health, and every health 
officer and sanitarian.
